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LITTLE GRAIN IS 
BEING MARKETED

In Edmonton District—Dominion 
Government Lends Assistance 
to Movement of Crop 


Interest throughout the Dominion 
is now largely centred upon the move- 
ment of the grain crop from the west 
— 80,000,000 bushels of grain still re- 
maining in the interior—which should 
be at the seaboard before April 1 to 
be saleable, Much of it will be dam- 
aged by delay in transportation, 

A delegation from Saskatchewan has 
approached William Whyte. upon the 
subject, and another from the west 
has asked the Federal government to 
give their assistance in forwarding 
the movement of the crop, Both dele- 
gations have been successful—the C. 
P. R. promising to rush cars to Sas- 
katchewan, and the government co- 
operating with the banks to provide 
every facility for handling the crops 
in the short time that yet remains be- 
fore the lakes will be closed 

As a means of getting accurate in- 
formation throughout the west infor- 
mation was obtained by the govern- 
ment from each Dominion land ag- 
ency. A message on the subject was 
received by K. W. MacKenzie, Domin- 
ion land agent here, from W, W. Cory, 
deputy minister of the interior. In 
substance it asked information as to 
whether grain was being marketed in 
this distiiet; if not, since when had 
the marketing fallen off and what rea- 
son had caused it to do so; whether a 
shortage of cars or lack of money. 

Mr. MacKenzie’s reply, made after 
investigation, was: “‘Very little grain; 
being marketed here Farmers too 
busy plowing and threshing. No com- 
plaints reported here yet of shortage 
of cars or of money.”

ELECTIONS ON A MONDAY. 
Not Saturday—So Montreal Jews May 
Exercise Their Franchise. 


Montreal, Nov, 18.—The rumor that 
the Jewish population of this city 
would not be able to vote at the next 
civie elections—as election day fell on 
a Saturday or Jewish Sabbath—is 
only a foolish canard, 

It appears that those who started 
the story were not aware ot the fact 
that, on account of an amendment to 
the charter, the civic elections, next 
year, will not be held till Monday, 
February 3. 

By the law sanctioned on the 25th 
April, 1908, the city charter, which 
fixes the election for mayor and alder- 
men on the first juridical day of Feb- 
ruary every second year, was amend- 
ed by adding the following clause; 

Should, however, the first juridical 
day fall upon a Saturday, the elec- 
tion shall be held on the mext follow- 
ing juridical day. 

In view of this provision of the law, 
it is clear that the next civic election 
for mayor and aldermen will be fixed 
for Monday, the 3rd February next,

TRANSPORTATION 
FACILITIES BETTER 


Railroads Better Posable to Handle 
Shipments This Year—A 
Local Opinion. 


With the approach of winter the 
question of adequate transportation 
facilities becomes again a 
The severity 


matter of 


paramount importance. 


of the ast winter and the difficulties 
raised in the way of transporting 
coal, grain and freight generally are 
still vividly in the public mind In 


this connection the various heads of 
railways in the west claim that this 
winter they will be able to meet all 
demands upon them. 

Seeking o local option upon this 
point, Mr. Richard Hardisty, of the 
Hardisty Brothers’ Forwarding Com- 
pany, was interviewed by a Bulletin 
representative, as his dealings with 
both of the existing western railroads 
gives him a comprehensive view of the 
inatter, 

“There is no doubt,” he said, ‘‘that 
transportation facilities are more ade- 
quate this year than last, although 
the real test will come when the busy 
winter season commences, as it does 
in a few weeks. Both roads have in- 
creased their rolling stock, and w* 
feel it here 

“There is not as much 
freight this season as there was dur- 
ing the same period last year It is 
evident that the merchants, who 
stocked up heavily earlier in the year, 
in anticipation of exceptionally good 
sales, have not disposed of their 
stock as readily as expected This is 
particularly true of those handling 
business supplies 

“As a consequence there are mor? 
empties in the east, and those that 
come are returned mor? quickly, 
easing transportation there. If there 
is any difficulty at all here at present 
it is an occasional wait. for empties. 
These are not so plentiful here as in 
other years, simply because of — the 
falling off in the inward freight.” 


“Is there any apparent decrease 
this year in the incoming freight for 
the north?” 

“The supplies for the north hate 
not come in yet. They do not usual- 
ly reach here before the middle of De- 
cember, and then we get sixty cars 
or more of merchandise to forward by 
sleighs to the Landing. It is alto- 
gether unlikely that they will vary 
much in quantity from other years 
The North, you know, is more or less 
Kindependent in its isolation, and fin- 
ancial flurries in the outside world 
do not affect it.”

CHURCH MUSIC AND SOLOISTS. 


Are in Need of Reform, Says Bishop 
Dumoulin, of Niagara. 


Toronto, Nov. 13.—At one of ‘the 
most impressive choral services ever 
held in St. James’ Cathedral here, 
Bishop Dumoulin, of Niagara, recent- 
ly made some plain speaking regard- 
ing the manner in which the choral 
portion of the Anglican service is 
sometimes rendered: 

Taking hia text from 1 Corinthians, 
XIV., 26, “Let all things be done un- 
to edifying,” the Bishop, in the course 
of his sermon, said it was useless to 
expect the rendition of the choral 
service in the ordinary parish and 
inission churches that they had = in 
their cathedrals, He had endured 
with the greatest pain anthems im 
country parish churches and had had 
to ask his clergy to order a service of 
the plainest and simplest chants in 
which the whole congregation with 
united voic® might join, and having 
made that request he has been relievd 
of many pains and sorrows. The 
offertory portion had degenerated un- 
til the members of the congregation 
looked upon it as a kind of intrusion 
which enabled them to relax — their 
devotions and to whisper to one an- 
other and relieved them of their 
solemnity for a few moments. The 
choir would rise and some man_ or 
woman turning round in a theatrical 
attitude, would begin a wearisome 
and interminable solo, during which 
he had suffered untold agony, while 
the congregation sat in a dreary, list- 
less way with the sidesmen and war- 
dens waiting patiently at the door and 
the clergyman at the altar until it 
should please the individual to bring 
his solo toan end. ‘That was a great 
and wide abuse of the church design. 
What they wanted throughout the 
length and breadth of the Dominion 
was the great voice of the congrega- 
tions in unison, singing the grand old 
hymns and simple chants of the 
church as they had joined in singing 
them that night. 

Between 700 and 800 choristers, re- 
presenting no fewer than 24 of the 
Anglican choirs of the city, took part 


in the service last night Over a 
score of clergy attended the service, 
including Archbishop Sweatman, 


Bishops Reeve and Dumoulin, Arch- 
deacon Sweeney and Canons Cayley,

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WILL RENTS COME | 
DOWN IN CITY? 


More Empty Houses this Year Than 
{ Last—Conflicting Opinions of 
Real Estate Agents. 


Is Bdmonton entering upon an era of 
lower rents? Real estate agent refuse 
to admit it, but the fact that eome of 
them decline even to discuss the situa. 
tion is in itself significant, and there 
are other indications that a fall in rents 
in the city may be looked for, Some of 
the agents who have houses to rent, 
scoff at the suggestion that rents will 
drop, and they fortify themesives in 
this position by the argument that with 
the introduction of winter and severe 
weather, the scurry of the tenters from 
their canvas homes to warmer abodes 
will fill up all the empty houses in the 
city at present, and thas allow the own- 
ers of houses to maintain the rents at 
high figures, 

That there is more unlet property on 
the market at present than there was 
at this season last year is, as a matter 
of fact, admitted by the real estate 
agents themselves and though they pro- 
fess to regard the slump as merely a 
passing phase which will have no effect 
upon rents, there is in the circumstances 
reason to anticipate that before the 
winter is far advanced the difficulty 
which has obtained too long in Toronto 
in regard to renting houses at a reason- 
able figure will have been materially les- 
sened, and that, too, despite assurances 
on the part of some property owners 
that they will allow their houses to 
stand empty rather than reduce the | 
rent, 

There are not many empty houses in 
the west end of the city, but in the | 
east end one real estate agent declares 
he alone has 68 unoccupied houses on 
his hands. At this time last year there 
were not more than 10 or 12 empty 
houses in the whole city, The agent re- 
ferred to stated to a Bulletin reporter 
to-day that he rented a house yesterday 
for $16 for which the former tenant paid 
$25 per month, He added that rents 
were down and would fali further, This 
was particularly true of the east end 
where the class of houses now renting 
at $40 and. $50 would find themselves 
without tenants, 


Some Refuse to Speak. | 

“T decline to say anything, about it,” 
was the answer given by several other 
real estate agents to inquiries made by 
The Bulletin. Others when approached 
admitted, as has already been indicated, 
that there were more houses to let than 
last year, but differed in their reasons for 
increase. 

Thus one stated that houses were still | 
as searce in the west end as ever, and 
would remain so, but that a god many | 
were to let in the east end of the city. 
His view was that the excessive cost of | 
living was causing people to economize 
where it could be done, and this led | 
to their renting smaller houses, sharing 
a house with another family or taking 
rooms in a boarding house. There was

he said, and he saw no reason to anti- 
cipate that there would be a fall of 
rents in the immediate future. 

Many More Are Boarding. 

Another real estate agent pointed out 
that a large number of new houses had 
heen built in the city during the past 
year, and suggested that the demand for 
them might account for the unusual 
number of houses to rent. People had 
come to appreciate, he said, that it was 
to their advantage to have houses of 
their own, and the result was that many 
were purchasing instead of renting. On 
the other hand, it was also the case that 
boarding was on the increase, and that 
would have the effect of swelling the 
number of houses to let, As to whether 
a fall in rents might be looked for he 
preferred to express no opinion, 

The general tightness of mioney was 
advanced as an explanation by a third 
agent, There bad been too much build- 
ing, he declared, and being unable ‘o 
obtain loans owing to the present strin- 
gency in the money market builders 
were in some cases finding it expedient 
to let their houses for the winter rather 
than keep them standing empty waiting 
on purchasers, It was also the fact, he 
said, that some people were purchasing 
houses and then letting them, instead of 
going into residence themselves, 

Another agent, who holds houses in the 
west end, declared emphatically there 
would be no farther reduction in rents. 
He admitted there were more vacant 
houses at present than at this time last 
year, but many of these were being held 
for sale, the owners preferring to have 
them empty than to run the risk of hav- 
ing them defaced by careless tenants, 

He also used the argument as to the 
tenters rushing into houses when the |
